Wolfram, that J. M. Maynard be 
elected as Chairman of the Commission. 


Motion carried. 


It was moved by Com. Wolfram, sup- 
ported by Com. Bollert, that Mr. Bidwell 
be elected Vice-Chairman. 


Motion carried. 


The undersigned was designated by the 
City Clerk as Secretary of the Commission. 


It was moved by Com, Gordon, support- 
ed by Com. Bidwell, that the regular meet- 
ings of the Commision be held on the first 
Wednesday of the month, at 1:30 P.M., in 
the Chamber of Commerce Building. 


Motion carried. 


Revenue Bonds vs. General Obligation 
Bonds as a means of financing parking 
facilities, was discussed. 


Chairman Maynard suggested that a 
competent engineering firm should be 
hired to make a comprehensive survey of 
the parking needs of the City of Lansing. 


Mr. Fred W. Moe, President, Ramp Build- 
ings, Inc., explained the method of his com- 
pany in making a parking survey, stating 
that the time needed to make such a survey 
would be probably be about six months. 


Chairman Maynard announced that no 
further action could be taken at this meet- 


ing and expressed the hope that a consul- 
tant could be hired at an early date. 


The meeting adjourned at 3:45 P.M.

The proceedings of the first meeting of 
November 23, 1953, were approved. 


Chairman Maynard reported on his find- 
ings from several sources regarding the 
qualifications of Ramp Bldgs., Inc., as 
consultants to be considered in connection 


with the survey to be made for parking 
requirements in Lansing. These findings 
were very favorable to this company. Pro- 
posal by Ramp Bldgs., Inc., was read and 
discussed. Various alternates in the pro- 
posal were discussed. 


It was moved by Com. Bollert, support- 
ed by Com. Gordon, that the proposal of 
Ramp Bldgs., Inc., be accepted subject to 
revisions regarding reduction in fees if 
General Obligation Bonds prospectus is 
not required of them and if they would 
consult with and approve the Off-Street 
Parking Plans of the City Plan Commis- 
sion for the outlying areas of the City. 


A letter regarding Townsend Street Lot 
and certain street parking restrictions 
from December 93 to December 28, was 
read. (Letter on file). 


It was moved by Com. Gordon, support- 
ed by Com. Bollert that recommendation 
be made to the City Council by the Traffic 
Engineer regarding the above mentioned 
restrictions. 


Motion carried. 
The meeting adjourned at 3:45 P.M.
